Church Influence

WASHINGTON — (BP) —The 
effectiveness of “church” in- 
fluence on social legislation was 
highly praised by Sen. Karl E. 
Mundt, (R., S. D.) in a speech 
before the U. S. Senate. 

Speaking on his bill to curb 
obscene literature, Mundt said. 
“I am convinced that if it had 
not been for the churches of all 
denominations throughout the 
country the support for this leg- 
islation would not have been 
developed to the point where it 
resulted in successful senate 
action.” 


Specifically Mundt referred 
to the hundreds of letters from 
constituents that he ard other 
~ senators received, the reso'u- 
tions passed oy church groups, 
sermons by the ministers, and 
articles in religious publication. 

“I can only conclude that the 
passage of this legislation is due 
in great part to the aroused an- 
ger of the public against this

ches by 1964, originated from 
a challenge to the Southern 
Baptist Convention by Warren 
when he was president of the 
denomination in 1956.
